How Fnmnwrk of Shipi Under Con- 


struction for Uncle Sim Will 


Bt Held Together. 


The framework of the -wooden ships 


which are now, being bnilt for the 
United State!) Emergency corporation 
will not be held by even a single metal 
nail. 
Thex will be pinned together 


with, treenails cnt from the trunks of 
live oak or yellow locust trees. 


There are two or three causes for 


the use of wooden noils. One is the 
great need of iron aatl steel to other 
lines of war activity where wood 
coeJd not be used, and another Is that 
the wooden pin is lighter than a metal 
one and lew expensive. 


Each ship's hull will require 300,000 


of the treenails, -anS they wilt-be 
fastened in place by splitting each 
end and driving in'a white oak wedge. 
Each ship will require 000,000 wedges. 
It Is said that the wooden pins are 
more quickly pot In place tMn are 
metal ones.,

Treenails are: 24 Inches long, an 


Inch and a quarter in diameter and 
perfectly round. They are used to 
fasten the planks to the boat frames. 
Soon after a vessel is launched the 
pin* swell to a snug fit In the frame- 
work.

the'sawmills in 60-foot slabs M Inches 
through, and is then worked into the 
different sizes for the framework and 
siding'.

The high cost of gasoline is becom- 


ing such a problem thnt governments 
and scientists all over the world have 
attempted to find a sub.atltafe. In Ger- 
many, where gasoline Is almost unob- 
tainable, it Is understood that a now 
mixture of alcohol and benzol has 
proved satisfactory. A ivritar in the 
Scientific American gives the following j 
table as an Indication of the results 
achieved: 


With one pnrt benzol nnd one part 


alcohol a touring car equipped with an 
ordinary carburetor mnde 42 miles an 
hour and run a distance of 4.GG miles 
upon one pint of the fuel. With ono 
part benzol and two parts alcohol the 
speed waa 41 miles and tbe distance 
covered 4.47 miles. This shaded Gown 
to 36 miles nn bour and 3,72 miles on 
a mixture of one part benzol nnd five 
parts alcohol. 


The some car, operated with pure 


benzol, acquired a speed of 42 milos an 
hour and ran a distance of 3.70 upon 
one pint of fncl. 
"With pore frusoHne 


it made 44 miles an hour, running 3.60 
miles. 


Alcohol is easily obtainable, and ben- 


zol in large quantities Is now being dis- 
tilled In both the/United States and 
German/ from coril tar. 
So the mix- 


ture, as worked out by the Germans, 
can be bad 'cheaper than gasoline, and 
the results nre almost as good. In the . 
case of Germany, the discovery has I 
been a boon of inestimable value. 


PROLIFIC CAUSE OF CANCER 


Prominent Surgeon Points Out Danger 


In Taking Too Hot Foods Into 


the Stomach, 


Dr. William J. Mayo of Rochester, 


Mirm-i now mujor In the United States 
nrmy, snys that 30 per ceut of all can- 
cers of civilized mun are in the stom- 
ach, und this condition Is uncommon 
among primitive mea and animals. He 
believes that many such cancers .are 
caused by chronic ulceratlon of the 
stomach. 


Doctor Mayo told the national ses- 


sion of the Clinical Congress of Sur- 
geons of North America that men had 
cancer of the stomuch more frequent- 
ly thnn women because man is in the 
habit of taklug his food hotter than 
the average woman takes hers. Wom- 
an sits at the foot of the table and 
pours the tea and coffee, serving the 
men of the household first and drink- 
ing hers after It has cooled somewhat. 
Among the Chinese the same rule 
holds good of eating rice, fur the wom- 
en eat at tbe second table. 


Doctor Mayo said food . and drink 


should not be taken into tbe stomuch 
hotter than can be borne comfortably 
in the mouth, for the mouth has sensi- 
tive nerves expressly to protect thi 
doorway to the body, while the stom- 
ach has.not.

quired to Be Allotted for SerefH

child an n mount equal to the govern- 
ments family allowance, with a nuud- 
ranm, however, of half his pny and a 
minimum of ?I5 per month, according:

If he has no wife or child and maliea 
no voluntary allotments for other de- 
pendents, or for other purposes, the 
secretary of war or navy may require 
him to deposit with the government at 
4 p«r cent compound interest half his 
pay,, or .so. much of half'his imy a3 he 
does not allot either for his dependents
